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PREFACE 

In  practically  all  of  the  States  there  is  a  compilation  of  infor- 
mation concerning  governmental  activities  of  the  State  and  its 
political  subdivisions.  Statistical  data  and  descriptive  material 
are  combined  to  provide  factual  knowledge  on  state,  county,  city 
and  federal  governmental  agencies,  and  articles  of  general  in- 
terest are  added  to  cover  the  State's  resources  and  potentialities. 
The  volume  is  usually  known  as  "Yearbook,"  "Bluebook,"  "Di- 
rectory," or  "Manual."  These  are  in  practically  every  instance 
compiled,  published  and  distributed  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

In  North  Carolina  we  have  had  for  many  years  what  has 
been  commonly  known  as  "The  North  Carolina  Manual."  This 
is  now  compiled  and  edited  by  the  Legislative  Reference  Libra- 
rian. It  was  formerly  compiled  and  edited  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  and  by  the  Historical  Commission.  The  Legislative  Refer- 
ence Librarian  has  done  a  splendid  job  with  the  funds  available, 
but  the  necessary  curtailment  in  expenditures  has  compelled  a 
sharp  reduction  in  the  size  and  scope  of  the  editions  of  recent 
years.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  arrangement  can  be  made 
wherein  all  governmental  activities  in  North  Carolina  and  valu- 
able historical  data  can  in  the  future  be  presented  in  a  concise 
and  compact  form  to  be  made  available  to  public  officials,  news- 
papers, libraries,  schools,  colleges  and  citizens  of  the  State  gen- 
erally. 

Numerous  requests  of  this  office  for  information  contained 
in  certain  publications,  which  are  now  out  of  print,  has  made 
it  appear  advisable  to  add  an  appendix  to  this  report,  as  found 
on  page  113,  et  seq.  It  is  hoped  that  the  data  therein  will  prove 
useful,  interesting  and  informative.

To  His  Excellency,  Clyde  R.  Hoey,  Governor,  Members  of  the 
General  Assembly,  and  the  People  of  North  Carolina, 

Greetings: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  information  and  con- 
sideration a  report  of  the  business  transacted  by  this  Depart- 
ment during  the  fiscal  biennium  from  July  1,  1936  to  June  30, 
1938,  inclusive. 

Duties  of  Secretary  of  State 

The  office  of  Secretary  of  State  is  constitutional,  and  the 
Secretary  of  State  is  the  chief  administrative  officer  of  the  De- 
partment of  State.  By  virtue  of  the  Constitution  of  North  Caro- 
lina and  statutes  enacted  thereunder,  the  Secretary  of  State  is 
a  member  of  the  Governor's  Council  of  State,  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  member  of  the  Local  Government 
Commission,  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Public  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  member  of  the  Municipal  Board  of  Control,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Advisors  of  the  World  War  Veterans  Loan  Fund, 
and  a  Trustee  of  the  State  Library. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Secretary  of  State 
by  virtue  of  his  membership  on  the  foregoing  Boards  and  Com- 
missions, he  is  specifically  required  to  attend  at  every  session  of 
the  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  bills  which  shall 
have  become  laws,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  then 
be  devolved  upon  him  by  resolution  of  the  two  Houses,  or  either 
of  them.  He  shall  attend  the  Governor  whenever  required  by 
him  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  documents  which  have  passed 
the  Great  Seal.  He  receives  and  keeps  all  conveyances  and  mort- 
gages belonging  to  the  State.  He  enrolls,  edits,  and  distributes 
all  acts  and  resolutions  passed  by  the  General  Assembly,  and 
distributes  all  legislative  journals  of  the  General  Assembly  and 
the  reports  of  the  Supreme  Court.  He  is  required  to  counter- 
sign every  commission  issued  by  the  Governor.  He  is  the  cus- 
todian of  all  oaths  taken  by  State  Officials,  and  likewise  the 
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custodian  of  all  election  returns  of  the  State.  He  has  charge 
of  trade-mark  registrations  and  all  corporation  records,  foreign 
and  domestic,  issuing  certificates  of  incorporation  and  domesti- 
cation. He  is  custodian  of  the  Land  Grant  Office,  and  issues 
grants  upon  application  for  newly  entered  land. 

All  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  North  Carolina  are 
enrolled  by  the  Secretary  of  State  among  the  permanent  records 
of  the  Department  of  State. 

The  Secretary  of  State  is  the  sole  administrator  of  North 
Carolina's  Securities  Act,  commonly  known  as  Capital  Issues 
Law. 

Domestic  Corporations 

At  the  present  time  there  are  listed  in  the  files  of  this  Depart- 
ment approximately  75,000  corporations,  practically  all  of  which 
were  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  Of  this  number  more 
than  10,000  are  active.  Questions  arise  daily  concerning  many 
of  the  new  and  the  old  corporations  which  necessitate  vigilance 
on  the  part  of  the  Department  to  give  accurate  information  to 
the  people  concerned.  By  telegraph,  telephone,  and  letter  the 
Department  is  constantly  answering  inquiries  and  providing  in- 
formation disclosed  by  these  files. 

The  mechanical  or  routine  work  in  issuing  charters  and 
keeping  the  records  of  corporations  is  really  the  least  of  its 
important  work.  Certificates  are  carefully  examined  to  deter- 
mine before  a  charter  is  issued  that  all  provisions  of  the  laws 
have  been  fully  met.  Many  corporations  after  receiving  their 
charters  find  it  necessary  to  increase  or  decrease  their  capital 
stock,  or  to  change  their  corporate  name,  or  even  extend  their 
corporate  powers  and  purposes.  To  do  this,  it  is  necessary  for 
the  corporation  to  file  amendments  with  this  Department,  and 
in  such  cases  the  amendments  are  carefully  examined  to  make 
sure  that  all  of  the  requirements  of  law  are  met.  Another  im- 
portant feature  is  the  certified  copy  work.  The  Department  is 
constantly  called  upon  to  furnish  certified  copies  of  records  for 
information  or  evidence  in  an  action  in  court.  Speed  and  ac- 
curacy are  both  necessary  to  meet  these  demands. 

There  have  been  2578  certificates  of  domestic  corporations 
filed  in  this  Department  for  the  past  two  years,  on  which  the 
sum  of  $99,242.00  was  collected  as  organization,  amendment,  and 
dissolution  taxes  and  fees.   During  the  preceding  biennium  only 
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2262  such  certificates  were  filed  in  the  Department,  on  which 
the  sum  of  $90,225.84  was  received  in  taxes  and  fees. 

Following  this  letter  there  appears  on  page  15  a  list, 
designated  as  "Table  A,"  showing  in  alphabetical  arrangement 
domestic  corporations  chartered  by  this  office  from  July  1,  1936 
to  June  30,  1938.  There  appears  on  page  53  a  list,  designated 
as  "Table  B,"  showing  all  corporations  whose  charters  have 
been  amended  during  the  period  covering  this  biennium. 

During  the  biennium  494  charters  were  dissolved  and  cer- 
tificates of  dissolution  issued.  An  alphabetical  list  of  all  cor- 
porations dissolved  during  the  biennium  is  shown  following  this 
letter,  designated  as  "Table  C,"  page  69. 

Foreign  Corporations 

There  have  been  227  foreign  corporation  certificates  filed 
in  this  Department  within  the  biennium  reported,  on  which 
$55,232.64  as  organization,  amendment,  and  withdrawal  taxes 
have  been  paid.  During  the  preceding  biennium  only  198  foreign 
corporation  certificates  were  filed  in  this  Department,  on  which 
$31,953.30  taxes  and  fees  were  paid. 

There  is  shown  on  page  79,  designated  as  "Table  D,"  an  alpha- 
betical list  of  all  foreign  corporations  which  have  domesticated 
in  North  Carolina  for  the  period  July  1,  1936  to  June  30,  1938, 
inclusive.  This  will  prove  invaluable  to  the  people  of  the  State 
since  the  names  and  addresses  of  process  agents  are  given. 

Trade-Marks 

For  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1938,  there  have  been 
registered  in  this  Department  282  trade-marks,  on  which  $2,- 
636.38  registration  fees  have  been  collected.  During  the  pre- 
ceding biennium  only  $1,903.90  was  paid  into  this  Department 
for  trade-mark  registrations. 

There  is  shown  on  page  91,  "Table  E,"  all  trade-marks  which. 
have  been  registered  during  the  biennium. 

Enrollment  of  Bills,  Compilation  and  Indexing  of 
Laws  and  Resolutions 

The  bills  and  resolutions  of  the  General  Assembly  during 
the  biennium  were  enrolled  by  the  smallest  number  of  employees 
that  the  records  of  the  State  Government  disclose,  and  at  the 
lowest  cost.  The  cost  for  personnel  services  in  the  enrolling  of-^ 
fice  for  the  1937  Session  were  held  under  $6,000.00,  compared 
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to  the  cost  four  years  previous  of  more  than  $16,000.00.  This 
record  indicates  compliance  with  my  promise  to  the  people  of 
the  State  to  render  this  governmental  service  at  the  lowest  pos- 
sible cost. 

Many  changes  have  been  made  to  appear  in  the  Session  Laws. 
We  have  added  a  numerical  index  of  Senate  and  House  Bills 
which  were  passed,  and  rearranged  the  style  of  the  general  in- 
dex. Many  letters  have  been  received  from  lawyers  throughout 
the  State  expressing  their  pleasure  in  these  changes. 

Sale  of  Laws,  Journals  and  Supreme  Court  Reports 

Sales  of  Laws,  Journals  and  Supreme  Court  Reports  for  the 
biennium  have  amounted  to  $13,848.44,  Sales  of  these  volumes 
for  the  preceding  biennium  amounted  to  only  $8,296.26. 

Public  Lands 

There  have  been  issued  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  within  the  biennium  25  grants  on  public  lands,  for  which 
there  has  been  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  $1,541.52.  During 
the  preceding  biennium  only  9  grants  were  issued,  for  which 
$464.48  was  received. 

A  detailed  report  on  all  lands  granted  during  the  biennium 
appears  on  page  101,  designated  as  'Table  F." 

All  the  original  records  concerning  land  grants  are  in  the 
custody  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  there  is  a  constant  demand 
from  attorneys,  abstractors,  genealogists,  county  officials  and 
others  for  information  and  certified  copies  of  records.  All  such 
information  and  copies  are  furnished  by  this  Department.  A 
new  two-way  index  system — surnames  and  counties — has  been 
set  up  in  the  Land  Grant  Office,  and  the  records  kept  in  a  man- 
ner to  make  information  most  accessible.  Many  of  the  records 
are  quite  old,  and  some  are  deteriorating  to  such  an  extent  that 
they  are  being  restored  for  the  sake  of  preservation  as  rapidly 
as  funds  will  permit. 

Securities  Administration 

The  administration  of  North  Carolina's  Securities  Act,  com- 
monly known  as  Capital  Issues  Law,  was  transferred  to  this 
Department  by  the  1937  General  Assembly,  and  made  effective 
May  1,  1937.    The  Secretary  of  State  is  now  the  sole  adminis- 
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trator  of  the  act.  He  acts  in  the  capacity  of  a  one  man  commis- 
sion.  Only  two  or  three  similar  setups  exist  in  the  country. 

The  importance  of  the  work  of  the  Securities  Division  can 
be  readily  understood  when  we  consider  that  it  involves  millions 
>of  dollars.  It  stands  between  the  investing  public  and  the  bona 
fide  issuer  of  stock,  who  seeks  new  money  to  assist  in  the  develop- 
ment of  an  enterprise,  and  it  refuses  to  assist  the  promoter  who 
attempts  to  thrust  on  the  public  spurious  and  worthless  stock 
that  is  purely  speculative.  The  Secretary  of  State  personally 
analyzes  and  examines  into  the  character  of  the  business  and 
that  of  the  people  behind  it.  To  make  a  finding  on  every  pro- 
position submitted,  he  investigates  the  sale  of  securities  not 
registered  or  exempted  by  law  as  well  as  the  activity  of  dealers 
and  salesmen  who  have  not  registered  with  this  Department 
in  compliance  with  law.  All  dealers  engaged  in  the  handling 
and  sale  of  securities  in  North  Carolina  are  required  to  be  regis- 
tered and  licensed  by  this  Department,  and  all  salesmen  solicit- 
ing the  sale  of  non-registered  as  well  as  registered  securities  in 
North  Carolina  are  likewise  required  to  be  registered  and  li- 
censed by  this  Department.  The  Department  handles  a  great 
volume  of  detail  work  in  connection  with  the  licensing  of  dealers 
and  salesmen,  making  investigations,  and  answering  inquiries 
concerning  many  applications,  companies,  and  their  issues. 

There  is  shown  on  page  103,  designated  as  "Table  G,"  a  list 
of  all  securities  which  have  been  registered  in  this  Department 
since  the  administration  of  the  Act  has  been  one  of  its  activities. 
Likewise  on  page  107,  designated  as  "Table  H,"  is  shown  an 
alphabetical  list  of  all  dealers  and  salesmen  which  have  been 
licensed  to  sell  securities  in  North  Carolina. 

Much  time  is  spent  in  stressing  the  importance  of  identifying 
unlicensed  dealers  and  salesmen,  and  every  investor  is  urged  to 
investigate  securities  before  investing.  Each  licensed  solicitor 
carries  with  him  an  identification  card  bearing  the  signature 
of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  investor  should  always  ask  to  see 
this  card.

The  sizable  increase  in  the  fees  in  this  office  is  noted  by  this 
statistical  report.  While  this  is  not  generally  recognized  as  a 
revenue  producing  Department,  it  is  significant  to  note  that  the 
increase  alone  in  its  receipts  for  the  biennium  over  and  above 
those  for  the  preceding  biennium  is  more  than  was  appropriated 
by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  payment  of  all  salaries  and  the 
operation  of  the  Department. 

Fees  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  especially  cor- 
poration fees,  are  a  barometer  of  business  conditions.  The  large 
percentage  of  increase  in  fees  is  a  direct  indication  that  business 
is  accordingly  upon  the  increase  in  North  Carolina. 

In  handling  the  steadily  increasing  activities  and  work  of 
the  Department  with  the  small  personnel  which  it  has,  it  was 
necessary  that  each  employee  be  especially  skilled  in  his  or 
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her  line  of  work.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  give 
prompt,  courteous,  and  efficient  service  to  the  people  who  have 
business  with  it,  and  I  cannot  compliment  too  highly  everyone 
who  is  connected  with  the  Department,  whose  names  are  given 
on  page  4,  for  the  splendid  cooperation  which  they  have  ac- 
corded me  in  making  effective  this  policy.  I  acknowledge  my 
grateful  thanks  and  appreciation  to  them,  all  cooperating  agen- 
cies and  individuals  who  have  made  it  possible  for  the  Depart- 
ment to  render  the  governmental  services  recited  herein  in  a 
manner  which  I  hope  is  pleasing  to  the  people  of  the  State. 

Information  concerning  any  activity  which  is  not  specifically 
enlarged  upon  will  be  gladly  furnished  anyone  upon  request.

THE  OFFICE  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STATE 


The  ofRce  of  Secretary  of  State  developed  from  that  of  Secre- 
tary of  the  Province,  which  began  in  1675  with  the  appointment 
of  Robert  Holden,  and  continued  by  the  Constitution  of  1776. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Province  was  appointed  by  the  Crown  at 
pleasure,  and  received  his  patent  from  the  Governor's  Council. 
He  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Clerk  of  Pleas  of  the  Crown,  and 
issued  land  grants.  The  Constitution  of  1776  made  the  term 
three  years  and  the  method  of  appointment  election  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  The  Constitution  of  1835  reduced  the  term  to 
two  years.  The  Constitution  of  1868  increased  the  term  to  four 
years,  and  made  the  office  elective  by  the  people.

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THE  STATE  CAPITOL 

The  original  State  Capitol  of  North  Carolina  was  destroyed 
by  fire  on  June  21,  1831. 

At  the  session  of  November,  1832,  the  Assembly  resolved  to 
rebuild  on  the  old  site,  and  $50,000  was  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose. Commissioners  were  appointed  to  have  the  work  done. 
The  rubbish  was  cleared  away,  the  excavations  made  and  the 
foundations  were  laid.  On  July  4,  1833,  the  cornerstone  was  set 
in  place. 

After  the  foundations  were  laid  the  work  progressed  more 
slowly,  and  it  was  so  expensive  that  the  appropriation  was  ex- 
hausted. The  Legislature  at  its  next  session  appropriated 
$75,000.00  more.  To  do  the  stone  and  finer  work  many  skilled 
artisans  had  been  brought  from  Scotland  and  other  countries. 
The  Building  Commissioners  contracted  with  David  Paton  to 
come  to  Raleigh  and  superintend  the  work.  Mr.  Paton  was  an 
architect  who  had  come  from  Scotland  the  year  before.  He  was 
the  builder,  the  architect,  the  designer. 

The  Legislature  was  compelled  to  make  appropriations  for 
the  work  from  time  to  time.  The  following  is  a  table  of  the 
several  appropriations  made :

The  stone  with  which  the  building  was  erected  was  the  pro- 
perty of  the  State.  Had  the  State  been  compelled  to  purchase 
this  material  the  cost  of  the  Capitol  would  have  been  considerably 
increased. 

In  the  summer  of  1840  the  work  was  finished.  At  last,  after 
more  than  seven  years,  the  sum  of  $531,674.46  was  expended. 
As  large  as  that  sum  was  for  the  time,  when  the  State  was  so 
poor  and  when  the  entire  taxes  for  all  State  purposes  reached 
less  than  $100,000,  yet  the  people  were  satisfied.  The  building 
had  been  erected  with  rigorous  economy,  and  it  was  an  object 
of  great  pride  to  the  people.  Indeed,  never  was  money  better 
expended  than  in  the  erection  of  this  noble  Capitol. 
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DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  CAPITOL,  WRITTEN  BY 
DAVID  PATON,  THE  ARCHITECT 

"The  State  Capitol  is  160  feet  in  length  from  north  to  south 
by  140  feet  from  east  to  west.  The  whole  height  is  97  V2  feet  in 
the  center.  The  apex  of  pediment  is  64  feet  in  height.  The  stylo- 
bate  is  18  feet  in  height.  The  columns  of  the  east  and  west 
porticoes  are  5  feet  21/2  inches  in  diameter.  An  entablature,  in- 
cluding blocking  course,  is  continued  around  the  building,  12 
feet  high. 

"The  columns  and  entablature  are  Grecian  Doric,  and  copied 
from  the  Temple  of  Minerva,  commonly  called  the  Parthenon, 
which  was  erected  in  Athens  about  500  years  before  Christ.  An 
octagon  tower  surrounds  the  rotunda,  which  is  ornamented  with 
Grecian  cornices,  etc.,  and  its  dome  is  decorated  at  top  with  a 
similar  ornament  to  that  of  the  Choragic  Monument  of  Lysic- 
rates,  commonly  called  the  Lanthorn  of  Demosthenes. 

"The  interior  of  the  Capitol  is  divided  into  three  stories : 
First,  the  lower  story,  consisting  of  ten  rooms,  eight  of  which 
are  appropriated  as  offices  to  the  Governor,  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  Comptroller,  each  having  two  rooms  of  the  same  size — the 
one  containing  an  area  of  649  square  feet,  the  other  528  square 
feet — the  two  committee  rooms,  each  containing  200  square  feet, 
and  four  closets;  also  the  rotunda,  corridors,  vestibules,  and 
piazzas,  contain  an  area  of  4,370  square  feet.  The  vestibules  are 
decorated  with  columns  and  antae,  similar  to  those  of  the  Ionic 
Temple  on  the  Ilissus,  near  the  Acropolis  of  Athens.  The  re- 
mainder is  groined  with  stone  and  brick,  springing  from  columns 
and  pilasters  of  the  Roman  Doric. 

"The  second  story  consists  of  Senatorial  and  Representa- 
tives' chambers,  the  former  containing  an  area  of  2,545  and  the 
latter  2,849  square  feet.  Four  apartments  enter  from  Senate 
Chamber,  two  of  which  contain  each  an  area  of  169  square  feet, 
and  the  other  two  contain  each  an  area  of  154  square  feet;  also, 
two  rooms  enter  from  Representatives'  chamber,  each  contain- 
ing an  area  of  170  square  feet;  of  two  committee  rooms,  each 
containing  an  area  of  231  feet ;  of  four  presses  and  the  passages, 
stairs,  lobbies,  and  colonnades,  containing  an  area  of  3,204 
square  feet. 

"The  lobbies  and  Hall  of  Representatives  have  their  columns 
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and  antae  of  the  Octagon  Tower  of  Andronicus  Cyrrhestes  and 
the  plan  of  the  hall  is  of  the  formation  of  the  Greek  theater  and 
the  columns  and  antae  in  the  Senatorial  chamber  and  rotunda 
are  of  the  Temple  of  Erectheus,  Minerva  Polias,  and  Pandrosus, 
in  the  Acropolis  of  Athens,  near  the  above  named  Parthenon. 

"Third,  or  attic  story,  consists  of  rooms  appropriated  to  the 
Supreme  Court  and  Library,  each  containing  an  area  of  693 
square  feet.  Galleries  of  both  houses  have  an  area  of  1,300 
square  feet;  also  two  apartments  entering  from  Senate  gallery, 
each  169  square  feet,  of  four  presses  and  the  lobbies'  stairs,  988 
square  feet.  These  lobbies,  as  well  as  rotunda,  are  lit  with 
cupolas,  and  it  is  proposed  to  finish  the  court  and  library  in  the 
florid  Gothic  style." 
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THE  GREAT  SEAL 

The  Constitution  of  North  Carolina,  Article  III,  section  16,, 
requires  that 

"There  shall  be  a  seal  of  the  State  which  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Governor,  and  used  by  him  as  occasion  may  require,  and  shall 
be  called  'The  Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina.'  All 
grants  and  commissions  shall  be  issued  in  the  name  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  sealed  with  The  Great 
Seal  of  the  State/  signed  by  the  Governor  and  countersigned  by 
the  Secretary  of  State." 

The  use  of  a  Great  Seal  for  the  attestation  of  important  docu- 
ments began  with  the  institution  of  government  in  North  Caro- 
lina. There  have  been  at  various  times  nine  different  seals  in 
use  in  the  colony  and  State. 

The  present  Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  is 
described  as  follows: 

"The  Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  is  two  and 
one-quarter  inches  in  diameter,  and  its  design  is  a  representa- 
tion of  the  figures  of  Liberty  and  Plenty,  looking  toward  each 
other,  but  not  more  than  half  fronting  each  other,  and  otherwise 
disposed  as  follows :  Liberty,  the  first  figure,  standing,  her 
pole  with  cap  on  it  in  her  left  hand  and  a  scroll  with  the  word 
'Constitution'  inscribed  thereon  in  her  right  hand.  Plenty,  the 
second  figure,  sitting  down,  her  right  arm  half  extended  tov/ard 
Uiberty,  three  heads  of  wheat  in  her  right  hand,  and  in  her  left  the 
small  end  of  her  horn,  the  mouth  of  which  is  resting  at  her  feet, 
and  the  contents  of  horn  rolling  out.  In  the  exergon  is  inserted 
the  words  May  20,  1775,  above  the  coat  of  arms.  Around  the 
circumference  is  the  legend  'The  Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina'  and  the  motto  'Esse  Quam  Videfi.' "  (Rev.,  s.  5339; 
Code,  ss.  3328,  3329;  1868-9,  c.  270,  s.  35;  1883,  c.  392;  1893, 
c.  145). 


SEAL  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  STATE 

The  seal  of  the  department  of  state  shall  be  two  inches  in 
diameter  and  shall  be  of  the  same  design  as  the  great  seal  of 
the  State,  with  the  words  "State  of  North  Carolina,  Department 
of  State,"  surrounding  the  figures.  (Rev.,  s.  5341 ;  Code,  s.  3330; 
1883,  c.  238.) 
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NAME  OF  STATE  AND  NICKNAMES 

In  1629  King  Charles  the  First  of  England  "erected  into  a 
province,"  all  the  land  from  Albemarle  Sound  on  the  north  to  the 
St.  John's  River  on  the  south,  which  he  directed  should  be  called 
Carolina.  The  word  Carolina  is  from  the  word  Carolus,  the 
Latin  form  of  Charles. 

When  Carolina  was  divided  in  1710,  the  southern  part  was 
called  South  Carolina  and  the  northern  or  older  settlement  was 
called  North  Carolina,  or  the  "Old  North  State."  Historians  had 
recorded  the  fact  that  the  principal  products  of  this  State  were 
"tar,  pitch  and  turpentine."  It  was  during  one  of  the  fiercest 
battles  of  the  War  Between  the  States,  so  the  story  goes,  that  the 
column  supporting  the  North  Carolina  troops  was  driven  from 
the  field.  After  the  battle,  the  North  Carolinians,  who  had  suc- 
cessfully fought  it  out  alone,  were  greeted  from  the  passing 
derelict  regiment  with  the  question :  "Any  more  tar  down  in 
the  Old  North  State,  boys?"  Quick  as  a  flash  came  the  answer: 
"No;  not  a  bit;  old  Jeff's  bought  it  all  up."  "Is  that  so;  what  is 
he  going  to  do  with  it?"  was  asked.  "He  is  going  to  put  it  on 
you'ns  heels  to  make  you  stick  better  in  the  next  fight."  Creecy 
relates  that  General  Lee,  hearing  of  the  incident,  said:  "God 
bless  the  Tar  Heel  boys,"  and  from  that  they  took  the  name. — 
Adapted  from  Grandfather  Tales  of  North  Carolina  by  R.  B. 
Creecy  and  Histories  of  North  Carolina  Regiments,  Vol.  Ill,  by 
Walter  Clark. 
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THE  STATE  MOTTO 

The  General  Assembly  of  1893  (chapter  145)  adopted  the 
words  "Esse  Quam  Videri"  as  the  State's  motto  and  directed  that 
these  words  with  the  date  "20  May,  1775,"  should  be  placed  with 
our  Coat  of  Arms  upon  the  Great  Seal  of  the  State. 

The  words  "Esse  Quam  Videri"  mean  "to  be  rather  than  to 
seem."  Nearly  every  State  has  adopted  a  motto,  generally  in 
Latin.  The  reason  for  their  mottoes  being  in  Latin  is  that  the 
Latin  tongue  is  far  more  condensed  and  terse  than  the  English. 
The  three  words,  "Esse  Quam  Videri,"  require  at  least  six  Eng- 
lish words  to  express  the  same  idea. 

Curiosity  has  been  aroused  to  learn  the  origin  of  our  State 
motto.  It  is  found  in  Cicero  in  his  essay  on  Friendship  (Cicero 
de  Amicitia,  chap.  26). 

It  is  a  little  singular  that  until  the  act  of  1893  the  sovereign 
State  of  North  Carolina  had  no  motto  since  its  declaration  of 
independence.  It  was  one  of  the  very  few  States  which  did  not 
have  a  motto  and  the  only  one  of  the  original  thirteen  without 
one.    (Rev.,  s.  5320;  1893,  c.  145.) 
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THE  STATE  FLAG 

AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH  A  STATE  FLAG 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact : 

Section  1.  That  the  flag  of  North  Carolina  shall  consist  of  a 
blue  union,  containing  in  the  center  thereof  a  white  star  with 
the  letter  N  in  gilt  on  the  left  and  the  letter  C  in  gilt  on  the  right 
of  said  star,  the  circle  containing  the  same  to  be  one-third  the 
width  of  the  union. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  fly  of  the  flag  shall  consist  of  two  equally 
proportioned  bars;  the  upper  bar  to  be  red,  the  lower  bar  to  be 
white;  that  the  length  of  the  bars  horizontally  shall  be  equal  to 
the  perpendicular  length  of  the  union,  and  the  total  length  of 
the  flag  shall  be  one-third  more  than  its  width. 

Sec.  3.  That  above  the  star  in  the  center  of  the  union  there 
shall  be  a  gilt  scroll  in  semicircular  form,  containing  in  black 
letters  this  inscription:  "May  20th,  1775,"  and  that  below  the 
star  there  shall  be  a  similar  scroll  containing  in  black  letters  the 
inscription:  "April  12th,  1776." 

In  the  General  Assembly  read  three  times  and  ratified  this 
9th  day  of  March,  A.D.  1885. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  flag  since  the  passage  of 
this  act.   By  an  act  of  1907  it  is  provided: 

"That  the  board  of  trustees  or  managers  of  the  several  State 
institutions  and  public  buildings  shall  provide  a  North  Carolina 
flag,  of  such  dimensions  and  material  as  they  may  deem  best,  and 
the  same  shall  be  displayed  from  a  staff  upon  the  top  of  each 
and  every  such  building  at  all  times  except  during  inclement 
weather,  and  upon  the  death  of  any  State  officer  or  any  promin- 
ent citizen  the  flag  shall  be  put  at  half-mast  until  the  burial  of 
such  person  shall  have  taken  place. 

"That  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  the  several 
counties  in  this  State  shall  likewise  authorize  the  procuring  of 
a  North  Carolina  flag,  to  be  displayed  either  on  a  staff  upon  the 
top,  or  draped  behind  the  Judge's  stand,  in  each  and  every  court- 
house in  the  State,  and  that  the  State  flag  shall  be  displayed  at 
each  and  every  term  of  court  held,  and  on  such  other  public  oc- 
casions as  the  Commissioners  may  deem  proper."  (Rev.,  s.  5321; 
1885,  c.  291;  1907,  c.  838.) 
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THE  STATE  SONG 

The  song  known  as  "The  Old  North  State,"  as  hereinafter 
written,  adopted  and  declared  to  be  the  official  song  of  the  State 
of  North  Carolina,  said  song  being  in  words  as  follows : 
"Carolina !   Carolina !  Heaven's  blessings  attend  her ! 

While  we  live  we  will  cherish,  protect  and  defend  her ; 
Though  the  scorner  may  sneer  at  and  witlings  defame  her. 

Our  hearts  swell  with  gladness  whenever  we  name  her, 

CHORUS 

Hurrah !   Hurrah  !   The  Old  North  State  forever ! 
Hurrah !   Hurrah !   the  good  Old  North  State ! 

Though  she  envies  not  others  their  merited  glory, 

Say,  whose  name  stands  the  foremost  in  Liberty's  story ! 

Though  too  true  to  herself  e'er  to  crouch  to  oppression, 
Who  can  yield  to  just  rule  more  loyal  submission? 

Plain  and  artless  her  sons,  but  whose  doors  open  faster 
At  the  knock  of  a  stranger,  or  the  tale  of  disaster? 

How  like  to  the  rudeness  of  their  dear  native  mountains, 
With  rich  ore  in  their  bosoms  and  life  in  their  fountains. 

And  her  daughters,  the  Queen  of  the  Forest  resembling — 
So  graceful,  so  constant,  yet  to  gentlest  breath  trembling ; 

And  true  lightwood  at  heart,  let  the  match  be  applied  them.

THE  STATE  BIRD 

The  Carolina  Chickadee  was  designated  by  popular  vote  in 
1931  under  sponsorship  of  State  Women's  Clubs.  The  General 
Assembly  on  May  8,  1933  officially  designated  it  as  the  State 
bird,  but  repealed  its  action  seven  days  later. 

No  bird  is  officially  designated.

There  are  no  officially  designated  colors.  Many  generally  ac- 
cept the  colors  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina — BLUE  AND 
WHITE.
